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1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious 
at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said 
subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hein et al in 
view of either one of Betz et al or Martin et al. 

3. Hein et al teach the Galileo satellite navigation system, in particular the signal frequency and 
design. It is disclosed that the modulation of the Galileo signal E5 will be done according to one of 
two schemes (p. 268) wherein one of them includes a wideband signal generated following a 
modified BOC(15,10) modulation called AltBOCd 5, 10), also see Appendix. The claims define a 
conventional code correlator wherein the reference code is generated using AltBOC codes in order 
to decode the received AltBOC signals. Hein et al disclose the claimed modulation scheme for the 
transmission system; the demodulation scheme is clearly anticipated in view of the fact that 
modulation scheme is clearly shown and intended for a receiver to receive and demodulate such. 
Furthermore, each of Betz et al (Figure 2)and Martin et al (Figure 3) disclose a conventional BOC 
satellite navigation receiver. It would have been obvious to a skilled artisan to modify Hein et al by 
using the receiver of Betz et al or Martin et al in view of the fact that the transmission system of 
the Galileo system requires a receiver in order to utilize the signals for the intended purposes. Each 
of Betz et al and Martin et al show the claimed code correlator, adders and multipliers. 

4. Ganguly discloses a real-time dual frequency software receiver showing in Figure 4 a block 
diagram of a binary offset carrier code tracking correlation system.
